The two-party political system is essential If we 
ore to have reasonably efficient and honest govern- 
ment — and government which is responsive to the will 
of the people. . There Is considerable difference of 
opinion as to just how healthy that system .is today. 

Thus, Farm,. Journal says in Its January issue, 
"High among the several fortunate results from the 
election must be counted the strengthening the two- 
party system in government The Democratic party 
retains a strong representation In Congress. Neither 
House nor Senate will be overwhelmingly one-sided. 
The administration will be subjected to constant scru- 
tiny by Democrats in House and Senate who, as critics, 
will be performing their proper minority functions. . , 

"We rejoice that this election has so strengthened 
the two-parly system — one to administer the govern- 
ment, and another always vigilant ond aggressively 
ready to take over." 

A somewhat less sanguine view Is taken by Her- 
bert Hoover in an article In a recent issue of This 
Week. In his opinion the Number 1 reform needed in 
our democratic process "is the restoration of a real 
two-party system." 

Mr. Hoover does not believe we have that kind of 
a system now. For a century and a half ,_ he writes, 
the dominant elements in both parties have held "to 
that interpretation of Liberalism which meant more, 
and not less liberty for the individual." He adds, "To- 
day, idea logical differences smash around like a loose 
cannon "on the decks of both our political parties," 

What, then is Mr, Hoover's suggestion? He be- 
lieves, in essence, that we should have a party of the 
left ond a parly of the right. The leftist party would 
be the Democratic party, and those who held such 
views would belong to it and run for office under its 
label. The rightost party would bo the Republican 
party, and the views of its members ond candidates 
would follow that philosophy. Unless this happens, 
Mr. Hoover feels, the democratic process will be 
wrecked on the rocks of "conspiring futile fractions" 
and the two parties "will be on the road to a place 



where the people can have no authority In the ballot 
box or in the government." He observes that many 
European governments have cracked up because of 
the multitude of fractional political parties. A good 
current example of the dangers of fractlonnllsm Is 
France, where it has not been possible to form effec- 
tive government at alt. 

In any event, It is obvious that both the parties 
contain many anacronlsms To take but two exam- 
ples, the views of Senator Morse of Oregon, who now 
calls himself an "Independent Republican" are as 
much more in accord with the .official position of. the 
Democratic party than that of the GOP— while those 
of Senator Byrd of Virginia, who holds office as a 
Democrat, are very much like those of President 
Eisenhower and in some Instances arc of a more con- 
servative nature. This is the ense, to some degree, 
with many men In both branches of Congress, 

Many students of our political system hold that a 
reshuffling of our parties, such as Mr. Hoover advo- 
cates, is the only sound and workable solution, ~ -
